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CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE r. 

Name. — This Society shall be known as "The Agricultural 
Society of the City and County ok Saint John," formed subject 
to the Rules and Regulations for Agricultural Societies, as made and 
provided by the Legislature of the Province of New Brunswick. 

ARTICLE II. 

Object. — The object of the Society shall be the encouragement 
of Agriculture in all its branches-in promoting the best system of 
Farm Cultivation, Stock Raising, and Horticulture; to diffuse infor- 
mation of management of farms, and introducing the different varieties 
of Seeds, Agricultural Implements, and superior breeds of Horned 
Cattle, Horses, Sheep, Swine, etc.; also, to hold Exhibitions and com- 
petitions in Field Culture, Ploughing, etc., annually, if possible. 

ARTICLE III. 

Officers, &c. — Its Officers shall consist of a President, five Vice- 
Presidents, Treasurer, Correspor '-g-Secretary, Recording-Secretary, 
and fifteen Directors. ' 
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BYE-LAWS.

Annual Meeting. — The Annu;il Meeting sliall l)e held on the 
last Thursday of October in each year, notice of which shall he mailed 
to each member, or advertised in one weekly and one daily newspaper 
published in the City of Saint John, not less tlian four days previous 
to the date of such Annual Meeting.

Election of Oflficers. — At the Annual Meeting the members 
shall elect by ballot a Hoard of twenty-four Directors, who shall, at 
their first meeting, elect from their number the Presi(!ent, Vice-Presi- 
dents, Treasurer, Corresponding Secretary, and Recording Secretary. 

AKTICIiii: 111. 

Quorum. — Twenty-one members shall form a quorum for the 
transaction of business at all meetings of the Society, and seven 
Directors shall constitute a quorum at meetings of the I^oard. 

AKTICliK iV. 

Duties of the Board of Directors. — The Directors elected at 
the Annual Meeting shall form a Board for the government of the 
Society; shall hold meetings monthly on the last Thursday of each 
month (or as often as maybe deemed expedient); shall manage the 
property of the Society; appoint time and place for holding Exhil> 
itions, and make such rules and regulations for the same as may be 
required; also publish, on or before the first day of May in each year, 
a list of prizes to be awarded; and generally promote the interests and 
Oujects Oj. the Society (subject to its supervision and control) ; shall 
keep a record of all its proceedings, and submit a report of tlie same 
to the Society at its Annual Meeting.

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Vacancy in Directorate. — Whenever any vacancy shall occur 
in the Hoard of Directors of this Society, it may be filled by a Special 
Election by said lioard, of which at least four days notice shall be 
given by the Secretary, in writing, to each member of the Hoard. 

AKTIC^I.fc: VI. 

Duty of President. — The duty of the President shall be to pre- 
side at all ujcctings; to maintain order; to state tiiC business before 
the meeting; in case of equal division on any question to give the 
casting vote; to call for Accounts and Reports of all Committees; to 
call Special Meetings of the Society when requested in writing by nine 
members ; and generally to superintend the carrying out of such IJye- 
Laws and Regulations as the Society may from time to time enact. 

AHTlVtiK VII. 

Absence of President. — In the absence of the President at any 
meetings of the Society, it shall be the duty of one of the Vice-Presi- 
dents— in the order in which they are elected — to take the Chair- 
and, for the time being, discharge the duties of the President. In case 
of the absence of the President and Vice-Presidents, the meeting shall 
then choose a Chairman, /r^ temporcy to preside at the meeting. 

ARTICIili: VIII. 

Duty of Recording-Secretary.— It shall be the duty of the 
Recording-Secretary to give due notice of all meeting-, of the Society 
and Board of Directors ; to keep a record of proceedings of all meet- 
ings held, together with a list of members, and property and revenues. 
Also, to render bills due the Society; countersign and hand over to 
che Treasurer for payment all bills, when passed by the Board of 
Directors; keep all papers and documents; conduct correspondence 
(except as hereinafter provided in the duties of Corres.^onding-Secre- 
tary), keeping a copy of same in a book provided for the purpose ; 
issue the Prize List of Epchibitions to members, and attend to such 
other duties as may be required.

AI<Tl€Ii£ IX. 

Duty of Treasurer. — The Treasurer shall receive and disburse 
all monies due by or payable to the Society, and keep an account 
of same in a book provided for the purpose; shall deposit all sums in 
hand over fifty dollars in son ^ chartered ]3ank approved of by the 
Boird of Directors, no payment to be made without order for same first 
having been passed bv the Board and countersigned by the Recording 
Secretary — such orders to be retained as vouchers. All cheques, for 
monies withdrawn from the Bank shall be signed by the President or 
two Directors and countersigned by the Treasurer. If required, he 
shall give bonds for funds held by him. amount of such bonds to be 
fixed by the Board of Directors. 

ARTICfiE X. 

Duty of Corresponding-Secretary. — The Corresponding-Sec- 
retary shall write letters in the name of the Society; conduct corres- 
pondence and collect printed information respecting Thorough-bred 
Cattle, Studs, Seeds, Implements, etc., and distribute same among the 
members of the Society. In the absence of the Recording-Secretary, 
shall perform his duties, and in the absence of both Secretaries the' 
President shall appoint a Secretary, pro *empore. 

ARTICLE XI, 

Members. — Any resident of the Province, having his daily oc- 
cupation within the limits of the City and County of Saint John, may 
become a member of this Society on payifient of an annual fee of two 
dollars, which shall make him eligible to compete for Prizes at the 
Society's Exhibitions (provided the membership is paid prior to Sep- 
tember 1st preceding such Exhibition), and to any office or appoint- 
ment by this Society. 
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Term of Membership.- - The financial year shall end on the 
20th day of October in each year, and no person shall be entitled to 
vote at the An«mal Meeting who has not been a member the preceding 
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financial year, and has also paid his subscription for the current finan- 
cial year. 

ARTI01.K XMII. 

Grounds Committee. — At the first meeting after the Annual 
Election of the Board of Directors, the Board shall appoint an Execu- 
tive Committee for the year of five Directors, of whom the President 
shai; be one, to superintend the Grounds and Buildings and have 
charge of the property owned by the Society, and report from time to 
time to the Board of Directors and submit a report to the Annual 
Meeting. 

ARTI€L.I<: XIV. 

Audit Committee. — All accounts and vouchers of the Society 
shall be examined and a idited ' ' two persons, appointed by the 
Society at the regular Annual Meetmg, their report to accompany the 
Treasurer's annual statement. 

ARTICLE XV. 

Paid Officers. — The only paid ofiicer of the Society shall be the 
Tvecording-Secretary, whose remuneration shall be fixed by the Board 
of Directors. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

Amendment of Bye-Laws. — The Constitution and Bye-Laws 
can only be amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present and 
voting at any meeting, notice of the proposed change to be stated in 
the notice calling such meeting, and sent to the members of the Society.

Rules and Regulations 

Made by the Governor in Council, under Date 6th August, 
1875, Relating to Agriculture. 



I. Whenever forty or more persons in anv of the Counties of this 
Province shall associate themselves together as an Agricultural 
Society, and shall subscribe and pav not less than sixty dollars, to be 
applied for the improvement of Agriculture and domestic manufac- 
tures, and shall subscribe the following declaration; viz., " We, whose 
names are hereunto subscribed, do agree to form ourselves into a 

Society, to be called the Agricultural Society; and we severallv 

agree to pay to the Treasurer of the said Societv, towards the funds 
thereof, the sums set opposite our respective names as our first vear's 

subscription thereto. Dated this dav of 18—;" and'shall 

cause a copy of the same to be filed in the office of the Secretary for 
Agriculture. They shall thereupon become a body corporate bv such 
name as they shall designate, with all the privileges and obligations 
mcident to corporations by lawj but such privileges shall continue to 
each Society respectively so long onlv as it shall consist of forty mem- 
bers or more, and which members shall annually subscribe of raise 
and pay in as aforesaid, the sum of at least sixtv dollars, in furtherance 
ot [he objects gf the Society, as hereinafter set'f.rth; provided never- 
theless, that not more than four such Societies shall be entitled to the 
benefits and privileges of this Act in any one Countv, and that no 
^50Clety shall go into operation under the provisions of \his regulation 
without the previous sanction of the Governor in Council. 

2. The object of such Societies shall be to encourage the produc- 
tion, cultivation, and improvement of Seeds, Vegetables, and Fruits- 
to promote the introduction of improved stock, improved implements 
pt husbandry, better system of culture, improvements in farm build-
